DRAFT REGULATIONS 

1. These regulations may be called “The Company 
Secretaries (Amendment) ^Regulations, 1986”. 

2. Save as otherwise provided in these regulations, 
these regulations shall come into fcrce from the date 
of their publication in the Gazette of India. 

3. In regulation 48 of the Company Secretaries 
Regulations, 1982 (hereinafter referred to as the said 
regulations) :— 

(a) in sub-regulation (1), for the words “Every 
candidate passing the Final examination of 
the Institute”, the words “Subject to the 
provisions of sub-regulation (3), every 
candidate registered as a student on or 
after thj 16th September, 1982 (including 
a student registered de novo) and passing 
the Final examination of the Institute and 
every candidate registered as a student 
before the 16th September, 1982 who has 
not completed practical training referred 
to m regulation 50 within a period of three 
years after the date of passing the Final 
examination of the Institute", shall be 
substituted; 

(b) after sub-regulation (2). the following sub- 
regulatton shall be inserted, namely :— 

“(3) Any person registered as a student on 
or after the 16th September, 1982 and 
up to and including 29th December, 1985 
shall be deemed to have complied with 
'he practical experience requirement spe¬ 
cified in the regulation if he possesses not 
less than one year’s experience as an 
executive in the manner specified in sub¬ 
clause (i) of clause (a) of sub-regulation 
U) within a period of three years after 
the date of passing the Final examination 
or before 30th December, 1993, which¬ 
ever is earlier. 

Provided that the Council may, for reasons 
to be recorded in writing, further extend 
this period upto a maximum of two 
years.”

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EXPLANATORY NOTE 

Regulations pertaining to Practical experience and 
training requirements weie amended w.e.f. 30-12-85 
vide Company Secretaries (Amendment) Regulations, 
1985. 

Consequent upon the amendments made in 1985, 
all candidates passing the final examination of the 
Institute are required to possess practical experience 
and undergo practical training as laid down in Regu¬ 
lations 48 and 50. 

Prior to the 1985 amendment, a candidate regis¬ 
tered as a student before 16th September, 1982 was 
not required to possess any practical experience and 
was required to undergo four months practical 
training only. 

Also a candidate registered as student w.e.f. 16th 
September, 1982 and before 30-12-1985 was deemed 


to satisfy the practical experience requirements if he 
possessed one year practical experience in a super¬ 
visory position in the secretarial, administrative, 
legal, personnel, finance or accounts dcpaitments in 
any company having a paid-up capital of not less 
than rupees tweitv five lakhs. 

There have been many representations from 
candidates falling under the above two categories 
that the amendments made in 1985 have adversely 
affected them and that they should he provided 
reasonable time and opportunity to comply with the 
requirements relating to practical experience and 
practical training as existed prior to the 1985 amend¬ 
ments. 

The proposed amendments seek to restore the 
status quo ante to the students registered earlier to 
30-12-1985 as regards the practical experience and 
practical training requirements. 
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
